The time has coma to prssch to 
you of many thlngi. *hote, “» d 
ships, and sealing wax, and cabbages 
and kings. There are a number of 
matters to check up One for in¬ 
stance te the reincarnation of the 
Democratic party. A number of 
states and dtlee held election* this 
month. On the morning after the 
election In New York, It was report¬ 
ed on the atreete ot this, city that, 
the Republicans had elected .their 
candidates for mayor, and It created 
no excitement. It was treated aa a 
circumstance oyer which we had no 
control, but when the paper came on 
the train It appeared that the Demo¬ 
crats had a landslide, and that news 
was also recelred cold and unmoved 
New Jersey elected a Democrat for 
governor. We onderatand that this 
candidate’s strength consisted of his j 
record as a religious man, and un-1 
blemished reputation, and charity 
for the sins of others. That makes 
him bad to beat. 

Whenever the Democratic party la 
abandoned by the rata aa a poor rlak, 
It begins to prosper. It la a good old 
ship that has been sunk a number of 
tlmea to rid It of that kind of vermin 
But to return to lire seems to call 
back all of Ita overeager politicians, 
like Caesar's, spirit, ranging for re 
venge, with Ate by his aide, come 
hot from hell, creating havoc In these 
confines. So we will have the same 
old war of the sections, the north, 
and the west, and the south. 

It la time for the Democratic 
party In the nation to try something 
new. The finesse that It needs Is 
lack or finesse. The party hu always 
prided itself on Its platform, which 
has been a Incomprehensible paradox, 
half threat and half buncombe, which 
a committee on resolutions has forged 
out end presented through pride of 
authorship. Behold, my desire Is 
that mine adversary write a book, 
and that 1 had the Indictment which 
he hath wrltterw- 

Why not try a platform with few 
words: To do justly, and to love 
mercy, and to walk humbly with thy 
God. That Is all the platform that 
any party needs, end It la more than 
any party can keep. 

The New York elections make 
Governor Smith a presidential possi¬ 
bility and If he Is to be the nomloee. 
there will be no moaning at the bar 
for me. in the appeal to the people 
In the 1924 election, Smith was elect 
ed governor ot the State of New 
York by an overwhelming majority, 
and that la tha only test of merit 
and avalllblllty. The voice of the 
people It the voice of God Another 
thing. All this protest against his 
membership in the Roman Catholic 
church Is not based on a broad and 
comprehensive knowledge of the fun¬ 
damentals of the American system of 
government. It Is eeld that while 
we have elected three members of 
the llnltarlen church to the presi¬ 
dency, we bsve never elected a mem¬ 
ber of the Roman Catholic church. 
The adherents of the Roman Catho¬ 
lic church outnumber by two to one 
the next largest church In the United 
States, and of all Christian commu¬ 
nicants In the United States the 
Roman Catholic hu more than one 
third. So If there la anything In 
church membership to make a citizen 
eligible to the presidency, then under 
the rule of rotation, the Roman 
Catholics have been long over due. 

I would like Co see Davis nsmlnat- 
ed again, but It Is almost too much 
to hope for. I cannot vision Wsst 
Virginia helping to nominate Smith, 
but I can see a lot of hope for the 
Democrats In West Virginia If he 
were to be nominated. 

The West Virginia Democrat* are 
remarkably well pleased with the 
election of H. F. Byrd to be governor 
of Virginia. In the convention of 
1924, when It became apparent that 
Carter Glass would not be nominated, 
Virginia was one of the states that 
made the nomination of DavU possi¬ 
ble, and Byrd was s member of the 
i Virginia delegation, and It was due 
to him largely that pavls was nomi¬ 
nated. The McAdoo managers were 
correspondingly outraged at Virginia 
not doing more for their candidate, 
especially when they claim that at 
oue part of the contest, Virginia’s 
vote would have given McAdoo a 
’majority of the votes of the conven¬ 
tion. 

When Byrd came out for governor, 
certain bourbon politicians who 
ding obstinately to Ideas adapted to 
to past conditions, injected that 
fight Into the nominating campaign 
and tried to macadoo him out of the 
nomination. The Virginian toters 
reacted In his favor and Byrd was 
nominated by the greatest majority 
ever given a nominee In Virginia, and 
has been elected governor. That 
ought to Impress opon the flier that 
about the only vote he can be sure of, 
Is hie o#n, and that owing to his per 
sonal ambition* I* not one that Is 
prized by any other candidate. 

They are starting a boom for Alf 
Taylor for governor. He la like Air 
Smith, he survived the election of 
1024, and It resting easy. This Is a 
poor time to run him for governor 
for he has one more river to cross In 
way of the 1926 congressional elec¬ 
tion, and If he is wise he will not let 
himself be distracted by any thoughts 
of the election of 1928. That is a 
bridge that can b« crossed when he 
comes to it. His political atrength 
has a healthy growth because be 
started at home and grows In ever 
widening circlet. He has a firm bold 
on the affections of the people of his 
congressional district and It looks 
now aa though he could hold hls 
place as long as he wants It. In De 
camber 1923, and In January 1924, 
this paper mentioned the fact that as 
vote getter Taylor waa the man for 
governor but other arrangements 
were made for that year. And this 
la not the year to ran for governor In 
view of the fact that Alf Taylor Is 
a hard working man and has got 
another campaign before him. 

It Is no time to run ‘for governor 


under the circomstanees. As a can¬ 
didate for governor, be wvuld have 
to born the bridges behind him, for 
that to a desperate struggle

There to aome 
thing very precious In the thought 
too that nobody has any fun until he 
gets old. We used to know Dr. S 
W. Price when he was a boy at Hut- 
tonavllle, and for the put twentjfive 
years he hu been standing Ilk* a 
atone wall In tha coal fields In Fay¬ 
ette He married Mias Lucy Mont¬ 
gomery Smith, of Virginia, who la 
on* of the prominent women of the 
State, taking an active Interest In all 
matters affecting the public welfare 

Bo we went to Scarbro and were 
royally entertained.

This Is 
in el dorado In West Virginia, and 
In the old days, tha nights were hec¬ 
tic and fevsrtoh.

Lewlaburg Is not the oldest settle¬ 
ment In Groenbrlur. The first 
settlers kept swsy from that big 
spring. Probably* because of the 
rocky hills that surround It. But 
Gen. Lewis used It u the rendezvous 
to form hls army In 1774, and called 
It Camp Union. A couple of young 
captahta aaw the big spring and the 
central position It occupied u to the 
numerous settlements around It, and 
next spring they opened up a store 
there. That wu In 1775, and the 
Indian troublu thickening, It wu 
chosen u a fort, and called Fort 
Savannah, and It brought the settlers 
through the war ufely. The nearut 
attack wu Fort Donnlly about ten 
mllu away and before morning a 
company of slxty-alx men under Col. 
Samuel Lewis came from the Lewis- 
burg fort to relieve Fort Donnelly. 
That wu In 1778. That to proof 
enough that Fort Savannah wu a 
very lmports.it part of tbe line of 
defense that wu maintained all the 
way along the war yath from the 
Great Laku to the colony of Georgia. 

I found agood deal of hazlneu In 
Lewlaburg u to Just what a pioneer 
fort was like. It la Dot like any 
other fort that wu ever built. It 
took no account of artillery or any¬ 
thing greater than arrows or rifle
